Police warning after spate of bike thefts 


POLICE are warning cyclists to be aware of 
thieves and to take more stringent security 
measures after seven expensive road bikes 
were stolen last weekend in Martock. 

Five bikes, a Cervelo worth £5,000 and a 
Pinarello worth £4,000 were taken from an 
outbuilding in East Street overnight on Sat¬ 
urday or Sunday, October 19th and 20th. A 
chain saw, a jet washer and various power 
and electrical tools were also stolen. 

That night, another two sheds were broken 
into at another property in East Street. A spe¬ 
cialised bike and power and garden tools

were taken. 

Also in East Street that night, a detached 
garden studio was burgled and valuable 
model train sets and toys were stolen. 

Another Pinarello bike worth more £1,000 
was stolen from a garage at a house in Old 
Market during Friday or Saturday night. 

Police believe the burglaries are linked 
and that the thieves knew what they were 
looking for. They are appealing for anyone 


who heard or saw anything suspicious 
overnight to contact them with infor¬ 
mation on 101. 

Neighbourhood sergeant Rob Jame¬ 
son said: “These thieves must have 
used a lorry or a van, so we are partic¬ 
ularly keen to hear from anyone who 
may have seen a vehicle like that in the 
area. 

“They have stolen expensive tools as 
well as the valuable, distinctive and 
specialist road bikes, and we would 
like to hear from anyone who may be 


A30 tree removal deemed 'necessary' 


WITH work finally underway on the 
long-awaited key development site on 
land east of Crewkerne, which will even¬ 
tually include a link road, some local res¬ 
idents have expressed concern at the 
removal of a large swathe of mature trees 
and hedgerow along the A30 embank¬ 
ment. 

Although the majority of the mature 
growth around the site will be protected, 
the work to cut down the trees along the 
A30 was deemed necessary. 

After several years of negotiation by 
Taylor Wimpy Homes with the various 
councils and environment agencies over 
the development of the green land, per¬ 
mission was finally granted with condi¬ 
tions last month, to begin the first phase 
of the major housing project. 

The first phase, which will include 203 
dwellings and open space for recreation, 
underwent a great deal of scrutiny by the 
relevant agencies to ensure the protection 
of the wildlife habitat. This is set out in 
detail within the planning application and 
includes extensive landscaping and eco¬ 
logical planting and new balancing 
ponds. 

The phase one area occupies approxi¬ 


mately 5.5Ha, previously managed as a 
series of pastoral fields divided by mature 
boundary hedgerows. The A30 passes di¬ 
rectly north of the site and there is a dif¬ 
ference in level of some six metres 
between the road and the site. 

A landscape and ecological manage¬ 
ment strategy (LEMS) was devised by 
South Somerset District Council. EAD 
ecological consultants and The Richards 
Partnership were commissioned by Tay¬ 
lor Wimpy Homes to produce a land¬ 
scape and ecological plan (LEMP) which 
covers the pre-construction phase up to 
first ten years of post construction. 

The objectives were derived from land¬ 
scape, ecological and arboricultural sur¬ 
veys of the site, as detailed in the over¬ 
arching LEMS. Key features of value 
identified included mature existing wood¬ 
land/hedgerow along the top of the A30 
embankment. 

The ecology summary states: “The 
area... does not lie within or immediately 
adjacent to a designated site of nature 
conservation value. 

“Habitats comprised primarily of arable 
fields bounded by lines of mature trees 
and species-rich hedgerows. All

hedgerows were considered to be ‘important’ under the 
Hedgerow Regulations 1997 (as amended).” 

On the image of the phase one landscape strategy, how¬ 
ever, the length of hedgerow which has now been cleared 
is marked as “vegetation removed for visibility splay and 
additional planting provided to the top of retaining struc¬ 
ture”. This is the length of bank which will be either side 
of the main ramped access to the site from the A30 cross¬ 
ing point, which will include a cycleway. 

Retained hedgerows will be carefully managed under 
a two year rotational scheme and new hedgerows will 
be planted within the development. 

The full design plan can be viewed on the district coun¬ 
cil website.

HM REVENUE and Custom's heavily criticised "name and 
shame" initiative, where the UK tax authority has published 
the names and photographs of people who are being pur¬ 
sued for alleged VAT fraud, as well as tax evasion and money 
laundering, is a sobering reminder of how seriously the gov¬ 
ernment is taking tax avoidance across the UK, including the 
South West, warned Somerset Chartered Accountant Robert 
Stone. 

"Chancellor George Osborne has said that tax fraud and eva¬ 
sion are illegal and will not be tolerated, so it is vital that even 
small businesses who think they fall beneath HMRC's radar, 
should stay on the ball when it comes to new changes in VAT 
and tax," said Robert Stone, who is a VAT expert. "There have 
been a number of recent local cases where HMRC have pros-

ecuted successfully, including an accountant from Cardiff who 
has been jailed for VAT fraud." 

In his 2013 Autumn tax update, Somerset Chartered Ac¬ 
countant Robert Stone has highlighted three areas ofVAT that 
small businesses should be aware of: VAT on Storage Change, 
VAT errors and VAT on the sale or purchase of a business. 

VAT errors and how to correct them 

If you discover that you have made an error in your VAT 
records, but haven't yet sent in your VAT return, you can cor¬ 
rect this by simply amending your records. If you have already 
sent in your return before you discover the error, and the net 
value of any errors is below £10,000, you can make an adjust¬ 
ment on your next return. Larger businesses can do this for 
errors of between £10,000 and £50,000, providing the amount 
is less than 1 % of the output VAT in the period in which it is 
discovered. 

If the error is over £10,000, or for larger businesses, exceeds 
the 1% limit, you must notify HMRC of your error correction 
by completing and sending in form VAT 652, which can be 
downloaded from the HMRC website. 

The time limit for correcting errors is four years. 

If you do not correct errors and HMRC discover them, they 
may charge you interest on any extra VAT that you owe and 
may also charge a penalty. 

Sale or Purchase of a business - Transfer of a business as 
a going concern (TOGC) 

Although there have been no changes to the VAT rules for 
the sale or purchase of a business, because it is such a rare 
event for most businesses, it is easily overlooked and can lead 
to major problems, as the amounts of money involved are 
often large. 

Normally if a business sells some of its assets, VAT has to be 
charged. However if a business is sold as a going concern 
(Transfer of a business as a going concern), then VAT must not 
be charged.There is no "one size fits all" approach for the sale 
or purchase of a business - each one should be considered in¬ 
dividually. The rules can get complicated and if you are in¬ 
volved in buying or selling part or all of a business you should 
seek advice. 

It is extremely important to establish from the beginning, 
whether the sale of a business is or isn't a TOGC, as the rules 
governing TOGC are compulsory and you can't choose to opt 
out. Mistakes can result in penalties and or interest being 
charged.

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New headteacher overwhelmed with support 



THE new headteacher of Greenfylde Church 
of England First School in Ilminster said she 
has been overwhelmed with the support she 
has received since taking up her post in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Originally from Blackpool, Claire Oaten 
had visited Ilminster all her life and, when 
she saw the headteacher’s job advertised, she 
jumped at the chance to make the move. 

With a grandmother from Ilton, a great- 
uncle who had been the head of Ilminster 
Secondary Modern, and a great-aunt who ran 
a private nursery in North Street, Claire had 
visited many times and always loved the 
town. 

Now she almost can’t believe her luck to be 
the headteacher of a school right in the heart 
of the community - a position she really 
treasures. 

The daughter of a teacher, she trained first 
as an economist and master of philosophy in 
regional and educational economics but, hav¬ 
ing been into school with her mother many 
times, she realised that was where her heart 
lay and took her postgraduate certificate in 
education and became part of the government 
fast-track scheme for management. 

Claire has been teaching now for 13 years 
and this is her third headship. She said it was 
ironic that she had trained in maths, as this 
was the only subject she had never taughtm 
but as the job of a modern headteacher in¬ 
cludes finance, human resources and building 
management, her skills have not been wasted. 

There were big boots to fill at Greenfylde, 
following such a popular and well-estab¬ 
lished headteacher, John Jeffery, but Claire 
commented: “It is actually easier to take on 
a school that is in such a good condition, I

want to keep all that works well but you can’t 
stand still and must build on that success, and 
yes, the country dancing will be continuing, 
John gave me strict instructions about that, as 
well as the choir, although I sing like a bad 
amateur. 

“This is a lovely school, held in such es¬ 
teem within the community, I have been of¬ 
fered so much support and the dedication of 
the staff is wonderful. 

“It is the fact that the school is in the heart 
of Ilminster that attracted me so much and I 
feel it is very much a two-way street of sup¬ 
port with the community and the church. Our 
children are the future community members 
which is why we have started taking Year 4 
students to “Prayer and Bears” at the church. 

“The lovely thing here is the support from 
the families, it is such a privilege to be en¬ 
trusted with their most precious possessions. 
It is very much a partnership, that’s why I like 
to be at the school gate every morning to 
meet them and why it is important for the 
children taking a lead where they can. 

“We have faith leaders who read in assem¬ 
bly every week. I think it’s important for the 
children to see their peers taking an active 
role. 

“The beauty of headship is that you are not 
just involved with one class, but all the chil¬ 
dren. I am on a mission now to learn the 
names of all 330. 

“We are very much looking forward to Vic¬ 
torian Day in the town and are having our 
own Victorian Day here. The children will be 
dressing up and singing in the Square and we 
will take them around to see all the decorated 


shop windows. 

“I love Christmas and always have multiple 
trees at home. Mrs Jones loves it too and she 
has always done the trees so she will be doing 
one with Key Stage 1 and early years and I 
will be taking Key Stage 2, so more children 
can have hands on involvement. 

“We have a great relationship with the 
church and Reverend Done. Volunteers come 
in and hear the children read. 

“There is nothing like that smile from a 
child when you know their self esteem is 
there. I have introduced a star of the week as¬ 
sembly which parents can come to and chil¬ 
dren can share certificates they have won in 
school or outside of school - we have just had 
a lot of carnival ones. 

“We have awards that are not academic, for 
kindness and effort; as a church school it is 
important that they understand morals, caring 
and kindness and I want them to realise it is 
the little things and little steps that are just as 
important as big academic ones. 

“The Lions have just sponsored a monthly 
improvement shield for outstanding achieve¬ 
ment, which we will start in November, and 
the Rotary Club has given us some crocus 
bulbs that are keeping our Eco Club busy. 

“ It is important that we work well with 
Swanmead too, so I have been meeting with 
Mark Walker to ensure our children have 10 
years of good education. It is lovely to have 
three local pre-schools to work with as well. 

“ I went up on Herne Hill with the forest 
school the other day. It is important that the 
children understand learning is all around 
them so going to the rec and Herne Hill will 
all be part of becoming confident life-long 
learners.” 
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WITH a good season in full flow, there were over 80 
varieties of mainly cider apples for visitors to learn 
about at Barrington Court Apple Day. 

There were also a few dessert apples, so everyone 
could have a taste and go home with something for 
later. 

With newly restored outbuildings, the stalls were 
taken under cover this year, which was timely with 
the stormy weather. 

But the showers stayed away long enough for the 
children to enjoy gathering fallers from the orchard 
in their miniature wheelbarrows, which were then 
taken for pressing. 

The antique mill, which had to be permanently re¬ 
tired, has now taken up residence in a static exhibi¬ 
tion on the history of cider making, in a shed all of 
its own, alongside an educational video of the 
process used at Barrington. 

A more modern and less-tiring ratchet press is now 
used by the staff, which makes a cheese of several 
feet squared with each pressing. 

In between the mammoth effort of the large press¬ 
ing, smaller equipment was brought out to demon¬ 
strate to the visitors.

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Police take action on rural crime 


Partnership received £341 k to 
help region's most vulnerable 

A PARTNERSHIP of local advice providers in South 
Somerset has secured £341,000 to deliver much 
needed advice to some the region's most vulnera¬ 
ble residents. 

South Somerset Alliance is made up of South 
Somerset District Council, South Somerset CAB, 
South Somerset Voluntary & Community Action, 
Yarlington Housing Group, Age UK Somerset, 
South Somerset Mind, Yeovil College and Somer¬ 
set Advice Network. 

The funding will enable the agencies to recruit 
and train volunteers to deliver advice out in rural 
areas using digital technology, particularly to resi¬ 
dents who are rurally isolated, elderly or have men¬ 
tal health problems. 

The funding is being provided jointly by The Cab¬ 
inet Office and the Big Lottery, who set up the fund 
to enable agencies to meet the growing demand 
for advice particularly with vast range of current 
changes to the welfare system. 

Georgina Burton, chief executive of South Som¬ 
erset CAB, said: "This is an exciting opportunity for 
our partnership to work together to make it easier 
for people in South Somerset to get the advice 
that they need." 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, Portfolio Holder for Leisure 
& Culture at South Somerset District Council, 
added:"l am delighted with the amount of funding 
that has been secured from the Advice Services 
Transition Fund for the benefit of the residents of 
South Somerset. 

"This is a real opportunity for agencies to work 
together to tackle issues of rural isolation and ac¬ 
cess to advice, particularly at a time when so many 
welfare changes are being introduced."

DOZENS of police officers and volunteers visited 
farms across the Mendips and South Somerset in a spe¬ 
cial rural crime day of action earlier this month. 

They spoke to farmers, giving crime prevention ad¬ 
vice and reassurance on how to protect their property, 
homes and livestock. Many farmers also took up the op¬ 
portunity to arrange a personal crime prevention sur¬ 
vey. 

During the day, police visited 190 farms including 
ones around Crewkerne, Chard, Ilminster and Martock. 

The event led to 30 new Farmwatch sign-ups, two in¬ 
telligence reports and 25 crime reduction survey re¬ 
quests. For those visits where residents were not in, 
“Sorry we missed you” calling cards were left, which 
is hoped will lead to further requests for sign up or 
crime reduction surveys. 

It was the idea of Mendip Inspector Mark Nicholson, 
who was surprised when he visited a farm in the sum¬ 
mer to find property insecure and vehicles left unat¬ 
tended with keys in the ignition. 

He said: “It just struck me that this was an open invi¬ 
tation to thieves. I know farms are working places, but 
with so much valuable equipment on site it seems com¬ 
mon sense to encourage people to take some sensible 
and practical security measures.” 

According to the insurance company NFU Mutual, 
rural crime cost the UK £43million in 2012. In South 
Somerset over the past four months, sheep worth 
£65,000 have been stolen and, during the recent harvest, 
there were a number of reports of thousands of litres of 
fuel being stolen from combine harvesters left 
overnight in fields. 

Rural crime officer PC Rowan Hawkins said: “Pre¬ 
venting rural crime is a massive priority for us. We are 
primarily a rural police force and we need to do what¬ 
ever we can to cut crime in the countryside. 

“Farmers need to know that we understand the long¬ 
term effect that crime can have on their business and 
day-to-day working environment. 

“For example, having diesel stolen can severely dam¬ 


age your ability to get the harvest in - particularly if 
you only have a short window in the weather - and that 
can cost a farmer thousands of pounds in lost crop pro¬ 
duction. 

“We want to work together with the farming commu¬ 
nity to improve links and make an impact with a com¬ 
bined effort. We would urge them to call 101 to report 
any crime, because there’s been a history of under-re¬ 
porting. Our catchphrase is ‘shutting the gate on rural 
crime’ and, with the farmers’ help, we hope to achieve 
that.” 

Farmer David White, was a victim of rural crime; last 
year burglars stole expensive garden and power tools 
from his now alarmed and CCTV-protected barn. 

He said: “It was very disturbing at the time because 
they seemed to know exactly what they wanted and 
where to find it.” 

He is now a member of Farmwatch with warning 
signs at the farm gate. 


FLY-TIPPING figures released on Tuesday, October 15th by 
the government show incidents across Somerset have 
dropped by 497, or 8.7 per cent, from 5,687 to 5,190. 

Early indications for 2013/14 are that the positive trend 
in fewer fly-tips throughout the county is continuing. 

South Somerset's fall has carried on into the first three 
months of this financial year, down by 114 to 338 on the 
same period last year, and down by 94 on January to 
March 2013. 

The improvements were first reported to the Somerset 
Waste Board four months ago in June, and follows a path 
previously predicted by board chairman councilor Derek 
Yeomans. 

The fall has coincided with greater efforts to deter fly- 
tippers, through new equipment, warning signs and fur¬ 
ther training for district enforcement officers, backed by 
Somerset County Council. 

South Somerset and other councils are moving to re¬ 
duce the fly-tipping "supply" by urging residents and busi¬ 
nesses to check if those removing rubbish - such as 


He added: “Farmwatch is really quite reassuring. We 
get texts and information, my farm equipment is now 
all security-tagged and the buildings alarmed, and the 
farming community is working together to help each 
other. 

“It’s good to see the police out and about on farms, to 
see that they are taking this seriously.” 

South Somerset rural crime officer PCSO Matt Tailby 
reported a very positive response from the 110 farms 
visited in the area during the day of action. 

He said: “They were very keen to see us and to dis¬ 
cuss how we could work together on rural crime. We 
encouraged them to report all crime to us, any suspi¬ 
cious incidents, even village rumours. 

“Generally the message we were putting across was 
very well received.” 

Inspector Mark Nicholson said other days of action 
were already being planned. 


builders - have the correct waste carrier's licence. 

Councillor Jo Roundell Greene, portfolio holder for en¬ 
vironment and economic development, said:"Building on 
this good news, this district will continue to fight fly-tip¬ 
ping, with our enforcement staff leading the way in tack¬ 
ling this crime. 

"You can play a vital role in catching flytippers by report¬ 
ing reporting suspicious activity and giving evidence, as 
this remains a tough crime to deter or prosecute. We must 
ensure that our countryside is kept looking beautiful. 

"One thing we can all do is to ensure our own household 
or business rubbish is not fly-tipped; just ask anyone tak¬ 
ing it away - builders, gardeners and other tradespeople 
- for their waste carrier licence." 

Clearing up Somerset's fly-tipping costs South Somerset 
and the other district councils a total of around £150,000 
a year, with the County Council contributing about 
£36,000 in 2012/13.

We hope sincerely that it will be used 
by community groups, schools, groups with learn¬ 
ing difficulties or physical disabilities, and garden¬ 
ing groups. It is fully wheelchair accessilble, and 
designed to attract wildlife, including birds, butter¬ 
flies, bees, dragonflies, fungi and lichen. 

The Sensory Garden is interactive and encourages 
the use of all senses-there are things to see, touch, 
smell, a range of colours, light pockets, and a variety 
oftemperatures.lt has designed to be sympathetic 
to the surroundings and to complement and sup¬ 
port the beauty of the Sanctuary and will be main¬ 
tained almost entirely by volunteers. All of the water 
features are solar powered and every feature has 
been created with the environment in mind. There 
are fun instruments that create different sounds for 
play and learning, fragrant and tactile grasses and 
herbs, water features, and different pebbles on the 
ground to walk over for a variety of sound and feel¬ 
ing. 

Visitors are invited to touch, smell, and make noise 
in this sensory garden and to enjoy it to the fullest. 

Mayor of Chard, Councillor Mrs Jenny Kenton, gave 
a short speech as part of the opening ceremony, and 
Charlie Power, Volunteer at Feme Animal Sanctuary 
cut the ribbon. Charlie is a Community Wessex Serv¬ 


ice user. Community Wessex is the social care service 
provided by the regional charity Autism Wessex is 
delighted with the success of service user Charlie 
Power as is Feme Animal Sanctuary. Charlie is 19 and 
has been diagnosed with ADHD and Autism, he lives 
at home with his parents and younger sister near 
Weymouth and he also has an older sister who lives 
away. Charlie comes to Feme every week without fail 
and works extremely hard, usually on the equine 
section, helping Head of Equine, Nikki Haddock. He 
helps to clean out the fields and stables, grooms the 
horses, and even does a bit of horse whispering 
every now and then. He always makes Nikki and the 
Animal Care Attendants smile with his nicknames for 
them, and the horses, and often sings to them all. 

Jenny Wheadon, Director of Feme Animal Sanctu¬ 
ary said: 

"A few years ago, the Sanctuary recognised that 
many of the groups visiting Feme had physical 
and/or learning difficulties and the therapeutic ben¬ 
efits of being in contact with animals was helping 
them enormously. We decided to create a sensory 
garden which would benefit all visitors but particu¬ 
larly those with limited mobility or senses. Every¬ 
body can now enjoy even more of the Sanctuary's 
grounds while visiting the animals being taken care 
of by our dedicated staff."

Dark chocolate & 
Cranberry roulade 



Ingredients 


For the sponge 

. 1.1 tbsp plain flour, for dusting 
. 50g self-raising flour 
. l tsp baking powder 
. 25g good-quality cocoa powder 
. 50g ground almonds 
. 5 large eggs 

. loog caster sugar, plus extra for turning the cake out 
For the filling 
. 2x 250g tubs mascarpone 
. grated zest l orange 
• 300g jar good-quality cranberry sauce 
For the frosting 
. 200g good-quality dark chocolate, 
broken into pieces 
. I75g unsalted butter, softened 
. 50g icing sugar, sifted 


Method 

1. Heat oven to i9oC/fan lyoC/gas 5. Butter a large (approx 
30cm x 40cm) Swiss roll tin and line the base and sides with 
baking parchment. Lightly butter the parchment, dust with 
the plain flour and tip out any excess. 

2. Sift the self-raising flour, baking powder and cocoa into a 
bowl and mix in the ground almonds. Put the eggs and 
caster sugar in a large mixing bowl and beat, using an 
electric hand-whisk or tabletop mixer, for 5-10 mins until 
pale, thick and trebled in volume. The mixture should leave 
a trail when the beaters are lifted out. 

3. Fold the dry ingredients into the egg mixture using a large 
metal spoon. Pour into the prepared tin, then tip the tin 
from side to side until it is covered in an even layer of 
batter and the corners are filled. Bake on the middle shelf 
of the oven for 12-15 mins or until firm to the touch. Mean 
while, lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface 
and sprinkle with caster sugar. 

4. Allow the sponge to cool for 1 min before turning out onto 
the sugared paper. Peel away the backing paper and, with 
the short side facing you, roll the sponge away from you so 
that the sugary parchment is rolled inside the roulade. This 
will help you to fill and roll it later. Set aside until 
completely cold. 

5. To make the filling, beat the mascarpone with the orange 
zest. Unroll the sponge, discard the inside paper and evenly 
spread the mascarpone over, leaving a finger-width border 
around the edges. Cover with the cranberry sauce. Using 
the outside baking paper to help, roll the sponge away from 
you as tightly as possible. Transfer to a serving platter, cover 
loosely and chill while you prepare the frosting. 

6 . For the frosting, melt the chocolate in a heatproof bowl over 
a pan of just-simmering water, or microwave on High for 2 
mins, stirring halfway through. Set aside for about 10 mins 
until cooled, but still soft. 

Meanwhile, beat the butter and icing sugar together until pale 
and smooth. Pour in the chocolate and stir thoroughly to com¬ 
bine. Set aside for 20 mins to firm up slightly before using a 
palette knife to cover the roulade in frosting. Mark with a fork 
to create a log effect. To decorate, arrange the cranberries and 
bay leaves along the length of the log. Dust with a little icing 
sugar just before serving. Cut into slices, removing cranberries 
and bay leaves to serve. The roulade can be made up to a day 
ahead. Take it out of the fridge at least 30 mins before you 
want to serve it, to allow the filling and icing to soften.

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Mince Pies 

This crumbly, fruity mince pie recipe is a 
Christmas classic. Serve warm with lashings of 
brandy butter.

Ingredients 

• 350g/i2oz high quality mincemeat, preferably 
homemade 

. 200g/7oz plain flour, sifted 
. 40g/iV20z golden caster sugar 

• 75 g/ 2 3 / 40 z ground almonds 

. I25g/4V20Z unsalted butter, diced 
. l large free-range egg, beaten 
. milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid 
is evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a 
food processor and process briefly until 
resembling breadcrumbs, then slowly add the egg 
through the feeder tube. (Or rub the butter into 
the dry ingredients by hand and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap 
in clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll 
out the pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 
circles with a fluted pastry cutter, large enough to 
fill the base of the prepared tin. Press gently into 
each hole, then fill with the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use 
to cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together 
to seal. Make a small slit in the top of each, then 
brush lightly with milk. Chill for about 30 
minutes. Meanwhile, preheat the oven to 
200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 
Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

Salt & pepper turkey 



Ingredients 


Wheatfields t 
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. 4 V 2 - 5 . 6 kg/io-i 2 lb turkey, thawed if frozen, 
giblets removed 
. 1 tbsp black peppercorns 
. 1 tbsp Maldon sea salt 
. 1 lemon 

. A few bay leaves, plus extra sprigs to garnish 
. stuffing of your choice 
. 50 g butter, melted 
. 10-12 rashers streaky bacon 

For the gravy 

. 2 tbsp plain flour 
. 600 ml turkeys or chicken stock 
. I 50 ml/V 4 pint port 
. 4 tbsp lingonberries preserve or 
cranberry sauce 
. 2 tsp wholegrain mustard 


Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to i9oC/gas 5/ fan i7oC.Wash the turkey 
inside and out and dry well with kitchen paper. Season 
inside the bird with salt and pepper. 

2. Coarsely crush the peppercorns with a pestle and mortar 
and add the sea salt. Finely grate the lemon rind on top and 
mix together. Quarter the lemon and put inside the body 
cavity along with a few bay leaves. 

3. If you are stuffing the turkey, stuff the neck end only, 
pushing it towards the breast. Don’t overfill, as the stuffing 
will expand on cooking. Any leftover stuffing can be shaped 
into walnut-sized balls and cooked around the turkey for 
the last half-hour. Secure the neck end flap with a small 
metal or wooden skewer. 

4. Tie the turkey legs together with kitchen string to give it a 
good shape. Weigh the turkey and calculate the cooking time 
at 18 minutes per 450g/ilb. 

5. Set the turkey in a large roasting tin. Brush liberally all over 
with melted butter. Sprinkle the salt and pepper mix evenly 
over the breast and legs. 

6. Cover the turkey loosely with a large square of foil and roast 
for the calculated cooking time, basting with the pan juices 
every hour. Half an hour before the end of the cooking time, 
remove the foil and string.Re-tie the legs with a rasher of 
bacon and arrange the rest in a lattice over the breast. Place 
any stuffing balls around the turkey. Spoon or siphon off 6 
tbsp of pan juices into a saucepan for the gravy, then return 
the turkey to the oven. 

7. At the end of the cooking time, transfer the turkey to a 
serving platter. Cover tightly with foil and leave to rest for 
15-45 minutes. 

Meanwhile, make the gravy. Heat the 6 tbsp of pan juices in 
the saucepan. Whisk in the flour and cook for 3 minutes until 
golden. Gradually whisk in the turkey or chicken stock and 
port, cooking until the gravy is no longer lumpy. Stir in the lin- 
gonberry preserve (or cranberry sauce) and mustard and sim¬ 
mer for 5 minutes. Then taste the gravy and season if 
necessary. Skim off the fat from the juices in the roasting tin, 
then add about i50ml/]/4 pint of the pan juices to the gravy. 
Heat through then transfer to a warmed gravy boat.

Preparation method 

1. Put the butter, sugar, flour and almonds into a food 
processor and whizz until the mixture just comes 
together and forms a ball. If making by hand, first 
beat together the butter and sugar, then add the flour 
and ground almonds. Wrap in cling film and leave in 
the fridge for at least 1 hr. 

2. Remove the dough from the fridge and knead until 
it is soft enough to shape and roll. Divide into two 
even-size balls. Sprinkle a little plain flour over your 
work surface and roll out one ball of pastry. I find it 
best to start the rolling myself so that it’s even, then 
let the kids finish it off. The dough should be 
approximately 5 mm thick. 

3. Using a star cutter (about 6 cm wide) dipped in a 
little flour to stop it from sticking, cut out as many 
star shapes as you can. Then lightly knead the dough 
trimmings together and roll out again. Keep going 
until you have about 24 stars. 

4. Carefully place the stars on a baking sheet, making 
sure you keep them slightly apart. Roll out the second 
ball of dough the same way. Cut out the same-size 
stars and place them on a baking sheet. Now cut out 
a small circle in the centre of each biscuit using a 
small cookie cutter or the end of a large piping 
nozzle. 

5 . Heat oven to iqoC/fan i 20 C/gas 1 and cook the 
biscuits for 20-30 mins until just golden. 

6 . Remove from the oven and place on a cooling rack 
to cool completely. Place a blob of jam onto the centre 
of the biscuits without the cut-out circle. Be generous 
- you want the jam to show at the edges as well as the 
centre. Place the top halves of the biscuits on and 
push down gently. These will keep in an airtight 
container for up to 3 days.

Evropska String Quartet concert 

Concerts in the West Review by Anthony Pither. Ilminster Arts Centre | Friday 110ctober 2013 


WHAT a fine British quartet - with a finely-judged range of 
works and admirable research. Apart from a few rough 
edges including problems in upper register intonation and, 
on occasion, lapsed ensemble playing in this very de¬ 
manding programme, there was much to admire in the 
Evropska String Quartet. 

Their awareness of phrasing in the opening piece, 
Haydn's D major Quartet Op 20 No 4, was inspiring. They 
captured, too, the humour in its very concise Hungarian 
minuet and they applied the device picked up from mod¬ 
ern baroque playing, of "phrasing off" phrase lengths. 
However, here and elsewhere, some of the very quiet play¬ 
ing lacked tone and projection allowing the very enthusi¬ 
astic audience to lose contact momentarily. 

The Quartet's tour de force was the performance of their 
much-researched Janacek's Second String Quartet, subti¬ 
tled Intimate Letters.The letters in question refer to the al¬ 
most 700 missives written between the composer and 
Kamila Stosslova, a woman nearly 40 years his junior. While 


the quartet was in Prague last year they came away with a 
copy of an earlier, truer version of the score. 

To bridge the emotional gap between the highly- 
charged Janacek in 1928 and Beethoven at the height of 
his powers in 1806, the Evropska Quartet inserted a work 
not often heard by a composer not associated with cham¬ 
ber music - Puccini. Chrysanthemums is a single move¬ 
ment, a sorrowful elegy, reflecting that in Italy the 
chrysanthemum is the flower of mourning. 

The Evropska players, all young conservatoire graduates, 
would be the first to recognise that Beethoven quartets re¬ 
quire a lifetime of experience. The opportunity to play the 
second of the Razumovsky Quartets three times in as many 
days (at additional concerts in Dorset and Devon) furthered 
their cause. The audiences did not find them wanting: how 
well they sustained Beethoven's deeply felt Adagio!

Pavilion development gets green light 


SOMERSET County Cricket 
Club have been granted the 
go ahead with the next 
stage of the redevelopment 
of the County Ground and 
work will commence on Old 
Pavilion End at the close of 
the 2014 season. 

A statement on the club's 
website confirmed that 
planning permission has 
been granted by Taunton 
Deane Borough Council 
and the Club is now start¬ 


ing the process of going 
out to tender. 

The vast majority of the 
£3.8M needed to complete 
the project is already in 
place and Chief Executive 
Guy Lavender says that im¬ 
proving facilities is essen¬ 
tial. 

He said: "Since 2005 we 
have almost doubled our 
investment in the playing 
squad, which for a county 
with a non-international 


ground is remarkable. That 
has only been made possi¬ 
ble by the ground develop¬ 
ments that have already 
taken place." 

Some Somerset fans have 
expressed fears that the 
new development is being 
primarily driven by a desire 
to stage international 
cricket at Taunton. 

The Chief Executive said: 
"When you look at the de¬ 
sign, almost everything 


that we have included is fo¬ 
cused on domestic cricket. 

What we have done is 
made sure the building 
meets the technical specifi¬ 
cations for hosting one-day 
internationals, it would be 
madness not to do so be¬ 
cause the additional costs 
are very modest. 

The work will commence 
at the end of the 2014 sea¬ 
son and will take around 10 
months to complete.
